Deal Dr. Adams,— 

Since I w rote you la*t we have had 
many living moments and also many 
pleasant ones. To begin, after the 
battle of Loos we were pushed lulo 
whal was really a later development 
of the game engagement. Here we 
were successful in thai we intended 
to reach a certain point and remain. 
Our troubles really bad only begun. 
Wo dug ourselves In and waited. 
Counter attacks wire beaten off as we 
spent roughly the next 3(3 da>s in the 
trenches. During lhat time we actu- 
ally spent ;!l days entirely there, the 
last sixteen days bring spent without 
relier. We were holding the most ad- 
\ am ill trenches, and consequently 
fully paid the price, it rained contin- 
ually to add to our discomfort, aud. 
worse sail, made any improvement or 
our trenches utterly impossible, for 
t lie breacheis in the trenches caused 
by the tkiebe artillery could only be 
repaired each night owing Lo our 
- i.iily reduced strength. They rained 
all sorts of muck on us from II. E. lo 
ordinary shrapnel, rifle grenades, 
sausages and mlnncnweifer bombs 
After sixteen days of absolute hell, «<• 
were taken away from *;he lines and 
given a month's comp'ete rcsi. It wa* 
really delightful. Then we came bacK. 

We spent both Christmas and New 
Year's days in the trenches, and both 
days In the two warmest spots on the 
whole front. During the latter day ne 
beard a mine explosion away on our 
left, and for forty minutes following 
we had tbe most, concentrated bom- 
bardments l have yr-, endured. I «as 
in control of my company and had not 
a man hit. 

My transfer to th» fî E.'s has not 
yet culminated. Now I am Brigade 
Trench Mortar Officer, and find the 
work much better than sitting down 
in the trenches. W'e are using 'he 
light guu. and whni the Boche gets 
busy with anything, we 
two for one. He usually shuts up. 
Mr la much averse to any retaliation, 
Ou r battery happened to win the 
thanks of our brigadier, which, arte, 
all. Is something. 

I notice. Colonel Ma gee and Major 
Eva are raising a battalion. T would 
like to be with them, and I wish them 
nil good luck. T also noticed lhat 
Kingman, my old platoon commander 
in the O.T.C., bas a platoon in that 
battalion. 

If 1 were asked what the most

I should be. I would say in order of Un- 
ix >i ta nee : 
t . Physical training. 
t, Rapid fire, rapid loading and ac- 
curate shooting. 

3. Training to actual trench condi- 
tions.

The regular meeting of the 
chemical Society was held yesterday 
afternoon at five o'clock.

"Liesegang Rings." 

The. speaker fit:i wont into the his- 
tory of these rings. Liesegang first 
showed that ir a drop of silver nitrate 
is placed ou a pel containing potas- 
sium chromate, ;> série of rings "f 
silver chromate are formed, somew hat 
similar in appearance to the rings on 
the cross-section of a trunk of a tree. 

Ostwaid in 1897 offered un explana- 
tion of i ins phenomenon, lie stated 
that when the first ring v*as formed, 
the Bilver chromati produced « xhausl- 
cd all the stiver ami chromate Ions! 
in its Immediate vicinity, ami another 
ring could no! be formed until more 
silver ions bud difiusud out and more 
cbrouiHte niti ? , diffused in, until the 
strength of the silver and chromate 
ions w ere eitUSl Si louai lu I ho solu- 1 
bilily produi t ot the • ions. Another 
ring Is then formed, but further frum 
the centre than tbt first. This proci 
is repeiiieil nil a whole series of rings 
ate formed. 

In 1903 Morse and pi< u produi ed 
rings with a large numbet of otbet 
substances. They showed that the tune 
necessary for a band to reach a cer- 
tain position vai led directly as tbe 
square of the distance from the cen- 
tre. They also showed that the rate 
or diffusion Increased with tempera- 
ture, These bands can be produced in 
water glonc without tin presence of 
celatine. but they break up verj easily 
after the first few band, have been 
formed 

in 1904 Hausiuann showed thai the 
distance reached b> the rings in a 
constant time depended on the 
Btrengtfa of the solution at the centre 
of the rings. Kings formed with am- 
monium chromate wore much thicker 
and more widely Bpaced. In 1907 
Liesegang showed ibat a later set of

gelatine, a Jlghl trace of Bcld being

The speaker then described some 
of bis own work on thi^ subject. The 
gelatine solution containing the potas- 
sium chromate was spread on glass 
plates and allowed to set, A drop of 
Sliver nitrate solution was linn placed 
In the centre of the plate. It was 
found lhat the toial distance through 

tvhlch diffusion can take place In* 
creases with decreasing concentration 
of i lie potassium chromate, and in- 
creases with Increasing concentration 
of ihe silver nitrate Tbt rings were 
best formed *tth strong stiver nitrate 
and weak potassium chromate, The 

rate of diffusion also increases with 
e concentration of the sllvei nitrate. 
Tbe speaker then showed some ver)

The darkness still hangs over our 
trenches and Ihera is ibc dull uoièc ot 
the pick aud shovel: the damage done 
by shcllo of the day before ta being re- 
paired; fresh sand ba£s arc being fill- 
ed, ready for Uie morning "Hymn ot I 
Hate" that is sure to cuuic. Here and: 
there «c sec the dull glow ot the '■ 
charcoal tire in a brasier, wade iiom 
an empty biscuit tin, and there is the' 
odor of tea and ehoeolatc coming 
faintly on the listless breeze. Now ' 
comes a murium down from the left, 
and. without hearing the words as yet, 
wc know that the uight is about o\er. 
•"Stand to'. " comes from the man at 
the end of the traverse aud we rase it 
on. There is the click of bayonets be- 
ing tested aud the breeches of the 
rifles are looked to iu order that we 
may be prepared for a rush from tut 
treuches a short distaucc iu front. 
Faint sounds over there Indicate that 
our enemies arc doing the same. 

As the night has been very chilly, 
the rum ration is issued. A little dis- 
tance away I hear a man say lng to the 
sergeant issuing the allowance : "I 
aay, sergeant, don't get your finger 
too deep in the measure, It takes up 
too much valuable space." Near me is 
a lad of about uineteen who eagerly 
swallows his ; all night he had been 
pacing around the trench and doiug 
"sentry go" for some of his pals in 
order that be may be kept busy ana 
forget the pain. Two days before u 
shrapnel bit his check and lodged 
there; the wound had been dressed, 
and when the doctor's back wus turn- 
ed, be left the dressing station and 
came back to the trenches instead of 
Coing out to hospital. The second bat- 
tle of Ypres was still on, three-quar- 
ters of the battalion were gone, and 
he felt that eveiy man was needed. I 
shall always remember that boy. He 
was uerve-Fhaken. tired, and In pain. 
Fourteen davg of terrible lighting 
without rest had made him realize the 
daugcr. and. realizing it. still he stuck 
to his place in the rank?, wheu he 
might have gone back aud rested out- 
side the tir* zouc. This is the brav- 
ery that bos given Canadians u repu- 
tation that will long outlive those who 
helped to make it. Dawn has come at 
last, and with it a mist that rcndci-6 
artillery fire difficult, so there is more 
than the usual quietness for this time 
of the day; everyone is busy prepar- 
ing breakfast: and there Is thn plea- 
sant sound of frying bacon with the 
all-pervading odor of onions and cof- 
fee, which go along with the bread, 
cheese and jam to make up a fine 
trench meal. War teems rather fat- 
away, the sun is ui> somewhere giis- 
teniug in the mist, aud the birds urc 
singing iuoa beautifully. Taking ad- 
vantage of the culm aud the mist, 
numbers of tucu are going down the 
bank In rear to stretch tbeir legs and 
converse with tbclr pals in other sec- 
tions, or with the French Who are just 
to our left. There is always, too, the 
opportunity to do a little trading in 
wine, cigarettes, and Trench bread, 
which Is in long loaves like cordwood 
and tastes like the kind that mother 
used to make. 

Breakfast is scarcely finished when 
the mist begins to clear away and the 
men return to their dugouts, knowing 
full well that something will be do- 
ing very soon. We arc not kept 
waiting very long, iromevvhere above 
we can hear the hum of an aeroplane 
nnd we all get under cover so thut the 
observer may not be able to tell whe- 
ther our trench (a strongly manned or 
not. This time, however, it Is one of

our own. and we get out to watch bis 
progress; soou the white, tluff> bursts 
of smoke appear around it. and there 
comes the faint report of Ibc bursting 
shell: bov. ever, by clever dodging he 
mauages to complete his flight and re- 
turn with reports to headquarters, 
some miles iu rcur. 

The morning "Hymn of llatc ' has 
started. There is the waspish snap 
of a "nhu^-bang" Just clearing our 
parapet and bursting iu the field in 
rear; this is closely followed by oth- 
ers, and the mud begins to fly around 
us, but no damage is done other than 
that which tau be repaired very 
quickly. Now comes a different note 
aud a "Weary Willie" drones its way 
over our heads; this is not its desti- 
nation, however, aud away in the roar 
we sec a huge burst of black smoke, 
and a few seconds after the tremen- 
dous boom of the explosion is heard, 
others arc now bitting all over the 
countryside. Our own batteries aro in 
action, the uproar is deafening, but 
still In the midst of it all we can pick 
out the various kinds of shell,— the 
rumbtlug roar of the "Jack Johnson," 
the adult sighing of the "Big Willie," 
the childish whine of a "Little Willie," 
the metallic clang of a bursting shrap- 
nel aud the swish! swish! swish! in 
quick succession as the shells from a 
Trench seventy-five speed over our 
beads about fifty feet up; trees and 
buildings seem suddculy to full to 
pieces and vanish in the smoke oloud, 
a shell bursts in the canal iu front of 
US and there is a miniature cloud- 
burst. M ater falls all around us. and 
our dugouts shake and threaten to fall 
to pieces while the thunder-claps of 
the big guns in the immediate rear 
make us dizzy with their concussion. 
Then comes a shriek, most awful, and 
It seems to embody the spirit of the 
enemy's hatred. It is only the loose 
driving baud of a six-inch shell, but 
It seems to be the climax of this iu- 
fcruo of sound. 

The violence of the duel abates and 
settles down to the long range fire of 
heavy guns. The towns aud Important 
points arc receiving the attention ot 
our own and the enemy'3 batteries, 
and aeroplanes of both tides arc out, 
but ours srem to assert their super- 
iority and drive the others in. Wt 
can follow the courses of the various 
planes by the downy bulls of smoke 
where they have been subject to fire. 
Over to our left is Ypres, and who 
among us shall ever forget II. That 
muss of ruius that once was a beau- 
tiful city with its quaint houses and 
mactcrpicccs of mediaeval architec- 
ture, now gradually crumbling to 
pieces. Ypres: aud ob! the pictures 
it brings up before us and the mixed 
feelings of pride, sorrow, aud the bit- 
ter hatred of the "Kultur" that has 
turned tui3 garden Into a blood-soaked 
ruin. 

The thoughts do not last long. New 
thlug3 break iu constantly. Aud now 
the beginning of a battle above our 
heads proves a freth source of inter- 
est. A Boche plane Is coming over 
our lines, and when above us drops a 
bomb on our dressing station, wound- 
ing our doctor. But revenge Is coming 
quickly. Up behind a cloud is one 
of our machines keeping out of the 
sight of the German aud constantly 
gaining elevation: suddenly it sweeps 
down on the enemy like a bawk on Us 
prey, there Is the sharp rattle of a ma- 
chine-gun, the Hun wavers and disap- 
pears into the cloud to rc-appcar In a 
few seconds, diving nose down to the 
earth, and is smashed to pieces ou the 
road about half a mile from us. Then 
i3 a cheer from our trench, and tljen 
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we look lor trash interest, or turn iu 
fo'- u bit of a sleep. 

Thus the day wears on until aboul 
five o'clock, w bcu the evening uaic 
umiiicrn.es and lasts for a couple of] 
hours. To-uigbt it seems a little uiuie 
severe than usual, and while we are: 
till thiuklug about it there comes the! 
faint odur of £;n with ibc stingiug 
sensation in the eyes aud air passages. 
0\cr to the right the cloud is rolling] 
along, dull red at the bottom chaug- 1 
ng to a green at the top. The worn 
comes along to "stand to," and wo im- 
provise respirators out ot handker- 
chiefs and sleeping caps, nnd make 
ready in case the attack is dircctcu 
against us. 

This time, however, fortune favors 
us; the wind changes, driving the 
fumes back along tbe German trench- 
es, smothering the occupants and driv- 
ing them out. Their flight is so hur- 
ried that their communicating trench 
is filled very quickly, nnd many break 
out across the open. As the cloud 
rolls on, they are exposed to the di- 
rect fire of our field and machine 
guns. The gas cloud is superseded by | 
one of shell smoke, and the escaping 
Boches arc cut down by the score. 

In the excitement three of us get 
about the parapet and watch through 
our glasses. A shell bursts over us 
but we do not hear it. The first thing 
T know J3 the fall of the centre mau 
against mo as he tumbled into the 
trench. I get down to assist in dress- 
ing him, while the third still remains 
up until pulled down; be has two cuts 
along the buck of his Jacket from 
shrapnel bullets, but otherwise is un- 
touched. 

Tbe war of the artillery still con- 
tinues, and about seven o'clock we get 
the order to "stand to." All arc now 
on the alert in readiness for any move 
ou the part of the enemy, but no at- 
tack is made, and half an hour «fier 
dark "us by night" is passed aloug. 
the pick and shovel are busy again! 
fatigue parties are told orf lo briug up 
food, water and ammunition, the 
trenches arc Inspected by tlto CO.. 
and wc settle dowu lor the night 
work. 

A flare goes up, spreading its ghast- 
ly light over all, another aud then 
whole bunches of them. Now and 
again the rattle of a machine-gun 
breaks out and the bullets "ping" over 
our heads, or go "phutt" iulo tho 
earth. 

The road behind our licnch. a des- 
erted place tu the daylight, 13 now 
crowded with traffic, ambulances, gun 
limbers, water carts, supply wagon:, 
and troops relieving or being relieved, 
aud every little while a shell spreads 
destruction over it. But the work 
goes on as though nothing had hap- 
pened, tbe men aud guns must be fed 
at any cost and casualties arc part of 
tbe day's events. Our work is soon 
finished to-night and the men collec- 
ted around tho braziers, smoke and 
talk over things of to-day «nd the 
probabilities of to-morrow. A cor- 
poral has just come In, after being 
absent since the night of the big 
charge— four days ago— aud he is re- 
counting his story of bavins found a 
German machine gun with ammuni- 
tion, and of his having used it against 
Its former owners. Since that time 
he had been with an English unit ana 
at la6t found his own battalion. His 
story is a thrilling one. told Without 
frills, there Is no uccd for any, tbe 
plain facts arc stirring enough. 

Thus the night goes on and the day 
dawn6, that is lo bring forth, What? 
Who knows? who kuows?

Among a party of Letts who have 
succeeded in escaping from a village 
iu Courland. Russia, now occupied by 
the Germans, is a girl of seventeen, 
who has been rewarded, for a great 
deed of bravery, with the &i. George's 
Cross. 

A small Ccrmau detachment march* 
ed on to tho farm owned by this girl's 
father. Sentries were left outside to 
keep watch on a hill <|uite close, while 
the rest entered tin; house and pre- 
pared to have a good vline. The young 
German lieutenant turned to the girl, 
with the order to get wine at any- 
cost, as their supply had run short. 
She w/s told -.hat unless she fulfilled 
the 'yrder the house would be set on 
flr» and she herself subjected to vio- 
le et. 

There were tw o barrels of heavy 
/ .d liqueur, made of f plrlt and berries, 
n the cellar, and a bright idea struck 
the girl. Ileforc giving them the cor- 
dial, she dropped into it some powder, 
made of bluebells, which brings on 
heavy drowsiness. The first barrel 
was soon emptied, aud the demand

The second barrel 
c-on-.aincd a double portion of the pow- 
der, and the Germans t-oon began to 
roll on to the floor, oue after another. 

Seeing her enemies helpless round 
the barrels, she filled a bowl with the 
liqueur, took it out to the sentries, 
who stood freezing in the cold, and 
Save it to Lhcm to drink, Incidentally 
mentioning that she was fulfilling 
the officer's orders. She then return- 
ed to the house and carefully disarm- 
ed the soldiers, who, sunk in heavy 
slumber, lay about in different atti- 
tudes, and hid their weapons deep Iu 
the cellar. Meantime her father was 
fastening with ropes the limbs of the 
insensible Germans. 

Having accomplished ber task with 
the prisoners, the girl proceeded to 
find her way out to the Russian post" 
tlons. Following forest paths and 
making her way through swamps, ehe 
finally reached a Siberian outpor;. 

" I have disarmed *nd tied up :0 
German soldiers and one officer. Hast- 
en and take them prisoners. ' were the 
excited words with which the girl ad- 
dressed tho head officer of the Siber- 
ian Rifles. 

The soldiers were amazed al tbe 
audacity of tbe voting Lett, and could 
hardly believe her story. However, she 
1 persuaded them lo follow ber, and 
when they reached the farm Ibfy 
found the. Germans still fast lock"! in 
their drunken sleep. .Several pails of 
ice-told water flung in the faces of 
the sleepers :ouu loubcd them lo the 
grin realities of their situation. To 
their bewilderment, they found that 
iney were no longer solditrs of the 
German a/my. but prisoners of the

Many and varied arr Ihc tights 
which the Canadian boys, who have 
left with one or oincr of the overseas 
contingents, witness as the days go 
by. The following Idler was received 
by Mrs. F. T. Webster, Billings' 
Bridge, from a yOuÛg Otlawan. Cam- 
eron Sully, who is with tho Queen's 
Hospital at tho Abbassich Barracks, 
Cairo. He gives u v ivid word picture 
of the scenes to be w itncfsed In the 
itrccts of the city daily. Ho soys In 
pai t : 

"You were asking about some of the 
customs of the people and seemed 
doubtful that the women used the 
tools for a rubbish pile. It Is a tact, 
hry do iu catcs where they make any 
' effort to keep rubbish off the yard 
aim street. As a rule, though, 'As the 
tubbjsl) falleth, so it lieth." 

"We were given I 1-2 hours' leave 
to sec Alexandria as we were disem- 
barking there, nnd it was a kind ot 
shock to sec tome of lue WOrsfl streets 
v. ill refuse of all kinds decaying 
everywhere. Some bad caught fish 
and simply cleaned and scaled them 
Rt the door ou the street and there it 
was left. 

"Vif, we try sometimes <o Imagine 
Anthoh) and Cleopatra. I imagine his 
ta: tc was dlffl Ft m : < IU ne. I'd be 
more likely to be charmed by a Josc- 
pliltiu than a Cleopatra 'I here .-.re a 
ill ot French in Fiii-.j, : ou know. 

"I used tu WÀtCh for thr poisonous 
snake, bul the otil> Biuikcs 1 have ever 
seen are in the zoological garden.-!. 

'As for the. climate, veil, it Is ex- 
tremely fine. Parasols arc used by 
boih i.'Cti and women, but no one 
r,iMT..\« un umbralla: II itover rains. 
They Bay it ramed once lasi Decem- 
ber, We hope there >viU be a shower 
this year. > never wear a coat unless

"Ot course yon Know that polygon]) 
prevails here, My « hum and I nearly 
had a in the oilier day when we saw 
u man with bin fonr wives and twelve 
small fishes (I mean children), pack- 
jed ou a small two-wheeled, flat top- 
ped cart, drawn by a .small donkey. 
I don't know how they all stayed 
I but tbe old* t Wd was only a 
I years or ar.e. Of course they may 
have lo t two or three of the little 
browttci then. As a rule, the hus- 
band takes bis wives out on these 
carts. Ht watt along and whips the 
donkey. The women always drees in 
bla<!:, which uiiially looks neat. The 
,1, , : im . u:m il.ing ni a t ape, w h!ch 
bangs from the head down over the 
iboulderi an sou might throw a shawl 
trrtt your head. The veil, as you know, 
covors tbo lower half of their faces, 
and may be cither black or white. It 



wear tbe gay colors. The better class 
of mcu dress In fine suits such as un 
American might wenr. They often 
wear the English straw hat, but usu- 
ally the characteristic Fez or ta- 
booch. 

"The poorer classes of these people 
are like animals iu their nature. Here 
is au example of them: There arc 
several garbage cans In sight of mc 
here. Frequently some of these creu- 
tures come to thetc cans aud cat the 
scraps of bread aud meat they may be 
able to find there. Apparently, it is 
more dainty lor the dirt that may be 
on It, I hope these things will not 
disgust you too much, but you wanted 
to know what the people wcro like. 
Civilization dale:; back to O.'JU'J or 
C.000 B.C. heie. 

"Lasl Sunday I was off for the day 
and I went out for a second look at 
the Pyramids and Sphinx tihe guides 
call it Sphiuk-iss). 

"There is an army of guides, don- 
key-men. and camcl-mcu around tba 
Pyramids. From the time you get on 
the train to go there until the time you 
start lo go back, you have no peace 
for them, If I go aguiu I'll take a 
machine gun to clear the way of these 
pests. When you are new at the busi- 
ness, you usually hire guides and don- 
keys and camels and get 'done' for 
about seven shillings before you are 
through. They arc most expert swin- 
dlers. 

"I walked part way back that day. 
AO as to sec one of the uatlvc villages 
of mud houses. I went all through It, 
and was an object of great curiosity lo 
the little gypsies. A swarm or them 
followed me aboul as I i-avv the t ights 
of their town. 1 aroused the same 
curiosity an an African animal would. 
If It got loose and walked up Flank 
street. Not to be too critical of the 
native village of Egypt, It will be quite 
in order to say lhat as far as I could 
make out, ibc sanitary Inspector was 
off on a vacation, had been for some 
time I guess. For that reason I had 
to overlook a few trifles In ."aniiatlon. 

"W'e have a pretty good hospital and 
arc kept. busy. A lot of our patients 
are Scots. You should hear lhcm talk. 
One talked to me for fifteen minutes 
Inst night and I did uol understand 
him at all."

of his soul than w-ith bis material com- , 
fort. Wr cannot imagine a sane, 
healthy human being who would 
abandon a good home, his position in 
the world, and wander o\er the roads 
in search or some inner satisfaction 
which should resolve the enigma or < 
existence. 

It is just because I have seen ?>• 
much material progress around me, so 
many '•improvements," so much indus- 
trial "development" and their accom- 
panying selfishness and bestiality that 
I for one am growing sceptical of the 
pretentions of our western ideal- even ' 
when fulfilled by expert, efricleut tier- 
mans; "What profits it for a man lo 
have all these and lose his soul ?" 
comcB to my lips «s I look over our 
skyscrapers, he/iel, railroad, million- 
aires, automobiles, express steam- 
ships, etc-. Has the inner spiritual lit' 
risen on the average one kilogram 
through the enormous increase in na- 
tional wealth the last twenty years, 
both in Germany and '.he United 
Sûtes? Is it not really al a lower ebb 
in all vital manifestations than ever 
before— in ait. in literature, in poli- 
tics, especially iu leadership? And Is 
not that nation which has pressed the 
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matters very little what he makes of 
himself Industrially and materially 
provided bis soul has entered Into 
light relations with its maker. 

I shall not try to say which I think 
to be the sounder view of human lire 
and de stiny. Sufficient for my pres- 
ent purpose -,o realize that two great 
peoples holding sincerely these two 
i pposed views of human life must mis- 
understand each other forever, and 
thai the materially minded one must 
feai tho other minded one because of
